In the matter of contesting the election. of Milo M. Whedon as 
member of the assembly, by Daniel M. Miller. 


Testimony taken before J. J. Loomis, Esq., a Justice of the 
Peace in and for the town of Port Washington, in the county of 
Ozaukee, at his office in the said town of Port Washington, on the 
22d day of December, 1853. | 


Ephraim Cooper, being duly sworn, says: (Milo M. Whedon 
objects to Ephraim Cooper giving testimony because his name 
was not in the notice served on said Whedon and that he had no 
notice that his deposition would he taken.) I am 28 years old; 1 
am a citizen of the United States and also of the State of Wiscon- 
sin; I have a family ; I have resided for the last year in the town 
of Grafton; I call that my home; I was married the second day 
of July last, since that Grafton has been my home; I do not keep 
house; I live with my brother, Wm. Cooper, and we furnish the 
provisions together. Interrogatory—Did you vote at tlie last gen- 
eral election? I decline answering the question. Interrogatory— 
Did you vote in Port Washington at the last general election? 1 
decline answering the question. Interrogatory—Did you vote for 
Milo M. Whedon at the last general election? I decline answer- 
ing the question. Interrogatory——If you voted for any body at the 
last general: election, in the town of Port Washington, did you vote 
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for Milo M. Whedon for member of assembly? I decline answer- 
ing the question ; I decline answering either of the questions, be- 
cause each answer may have a tendency to expose me to a penal- 
ty. Milo M. Whedon was at the polls at the last general election 
in the town of Port Washington. Some times, I saw him among 
the people and some times 1 saw him at the polls receiving votes ; 
I believe he had control of one of the ballot boxes; he seemed to 
be acting as one of the board who attended the election. 
EPHRAIM COOPER. 


Francis Gonva, being duly sworn, says: (Milo M. Whedon ob- 
jects to the testimony of this witness for the same reason that he 
did the testimony of Ephraim Cooper.) I have been in this State 
six years last August; I have no naturalization papers, but my 
father has; I was born in Luxenbourg, Germany; I am 22 years 
old; I have resided in the town of Belgium for the last year; I 
did not vote at the last general election, in the town of Belgium; 
I was a resident of the town of Belgium at the last election, (gen- 
eral election); I went to Grafton the day before election and re- 
turned on the day of election, and went to the place the votes were 
taken and the polls were shutup; I couldn’t say the exact time it 
was when I went to the polls, but [had to drive two miles and 
over; 1 was home half an hour before it was entirely dark; 1 
had a waggon and oxen; the supervisors were at the place of 6166- 
tion when I was there; the supervisors were counting the votes 
when I was there; I cannot say whether they were counting the 
votes or not, but they were to work there; I wentthere to vote; I 
intended to vote for Daniel M. Miller, for member of assembly ; I 
did not see the sun that day; I did not stop at the polls any time; 
` as soon as I heard the polls were closed I stared for home ; I start- 
ed from Grafton in the night and arrived at the village of Port 
Washington in the morning, before noon; I did not look at a time 
piece, but it was just daylight on the day of election; I went to 
the polls on my way home from Port Washington; I had a team 
of oxen and waggon; I think it was not noon, but it might be be- 
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tween eleven and twelve when 1 left Port Washington to go home; 
it was a rainy day but the roads were very good; Jacob Schriner 
went with me a part of the way, and when Schriner left the.polls 
I was about fifty paces behind; the polls in the town of Belgium 
are held eight miles from the village of Port Washington ; I did 
not stop on the road between Port Washington and the polls at 
most more than a quarter of an hour; I did not know of but two 
candidates at the last general election for member of assembly— 
Miller and Whedon; when I got at the polls J. W. Lutfling, 
Nicholas Longherts, Peter Decker and H. J. Obland was there ; 
Bernard Schumme was there also ; I met Oharles Bayer about one 
mile and a half this side of the polls—it might have been more or 
less; we spoke together; Bayer said, call on Schumme, as he 
had tickets for votes; I did not call on Schumme for tickets, for 
when we got there the polls had closed; if Schumme had given 
me a ticket for Miller I would have taken it, but would not have 
taken one for Whedon from any body. 
FRANCIS GONVA. 


Jacob Roob, being duly sworn,says: (Milo M. Whedon objects 
to the testimony of this witness for the same reason that he did 
the testimony of Ephraim Cooper.) Lam 49 years old; I was born 
in Luxenburg, Germany; I have been in this State six years; I 
have resided for the last year in the town of Belgium ; I have got 
my first papers of naturalization; I have declared my intentions; 
I declared my intentions aboutsix years since; I did not vote at 
the last general election in the town of Belgium ; when I arrived 
at the place of election the polls were shut; I did not see the sun 
that day, but it is my opinion that the sun was not down when I 
was there; I would have voted for Daniel M. Miller for member 
of assembly ; I went there with Francis Gonva ; the reason I think 
it was not sundown because 1 went home and stayed some time 
before dark; 1 had oxen and a cart; it is very near two miles 
from the place of election to my house; it rained all day a little; 
when I got to the polls the supervisors had the tickets in their 
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hands and were writing; when I arrived at the polls J. W. Lut“ 
fling, Nicholas Longherts, Pete Decker, Schumme and H. J. Ob- 
land was there in the school-house and no light, and I cannot re- 
collect any others there beside those I have named ; I did not seea 
time piece that evening after I left Port Washington ; I cannot say 
what time of day the sun sets; I was at home a good half hour be- 
fore dark; I was an hour certain going from the polls home as T 
was then loaded; I met Charles Bayer as I was going from Port 
Washington to the polls, not quite a mile and a half this side of 
the place where the election was held in Belgium ; I know it was 
₪ mile and a half by the section lines; the road is not wholly 
straight, but curves a little; I never promised to vote for Milo M.

JACOB ROOB. 


John Scholl, being duly sworn, says: (Milo M. Whedon objects 
to this testimony of this witness for the same reason that he did 
the testimony of E. Cooper.) I know Nicholas Longherts, supervi- 
sor of the town of Belgium since last April; I had a conversation 
with Nicholas Longhera about contesting the election of Mr. Whe- 
don by Mr. Miller. What did Mr. Longherts say? Objected to. 
(Exception taken.) Answer—It was at Sacville, one week ago to- 
day, Mr. Longhert asked me if I knew Mr. Miller—I say yes ; 
then he asks me if I voted for Miller and 1 say no; he said Miller 
had sued Whedon ; then he say : look out John, it will give great 
trouble; I ask him why: he say I and every body that was at the 
polls will be in danger of loosing five hundred dollars or one year 
in States prison—I and Lutfling, Biever, Decker and Schenck; if 
you are a good friend of Miller tell him that he should sue Whe- 
don, or if he had sued him he should quit; aud he said that office 
of meniber of assembly was for one year, and another year I will 
go with my friends for Miller for Sheriff or any office he likes; 1 
told him yes, and then went in and called Miller out; when Miller 
came out Longhert told Miller the same that he told me, and then 
he promised Miller the office of sheriff or any office he liked next 
year; last Sunday I had more conversation with Longherts about

this eontesting the eleetion, and he said look out now ; this week 
the suit goes on; then I told him how you know it: was the she- 
riff iñ your house; Longhert said, 1 hear it well: now, bimeby, 
you see, I tell you the truth at Sacville; and I said I don’t believe 
it; Longhert’s did not say why or what reason there would be 
trouble. 

Witness says that he is a German and do. not speak the English 


language very good. 
š JOHN SCHOLL. 


Peter Wagoner, being duly sworn, says: (Milo M. Wheedon 
objects to this witness for the same reason that he did to the testi- 
mony of E. Cooper.) I live in the town.of Belgium; I was at the 
polls in said town at the last general election; I think it was 
between four and five o’clock, P. M., but what minute or what 
quarter of the hour I don’t know; I saw there Longherts, Schantz, 
P. Decker, J. W. Lutfling Obledon, and (P. Smith;) these were 
all members of the board of election but Smith—B. Schumer 
was also there; the town supervisors were sitting there, the town 
clerks were writing, and Peter Smith was sitting on a bench.. 
Shumer put the returns in his pocket, and'said in an hour he would 
be in Port Washington; but I don't know by my own knowledge 
that it was the returns, but I suppose so from the appearance ; 
two or three minutes after I came there, Shumer started for Port 
Washington. Question—W hat did the board answer when Schumer 
said he should be in Port Washington in an hour? Objected to, 
and taken subject to objection. Answer—Mr. Longherts said 
don’t hurry, or else you will put dirt in our soup; that is a phrase 
we understand. Question—What is generally understood by that 
phrase? Objected to. Answer—The meaning of it is, it spoils 
the thing; I did not see any candles there; I live a little over a 
quarter of a mile from the election; I staid there perhaps ten 
minutes, and then ‘went home, it was not dark when I got home; 
I tied up the cattle in the stable, and then chopped wood a little 
more than half an hour, and it took me a few minutes more to 
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carry it in, and it was not yet dark. Iam 27 years old ; I did not 
vote at the last election. (Direct)—Witness worked for Joseph 
Samuel; in the afternoon we remained there a little while, and 
then started to go to the election, and we thought that we had 
time enough—we all went together; I know the time of day 
because it was so light, and the time that had expired since noon ; 
I cannot tell for certain what time we ate dinner; I saw no time- 
piece—1 saw no time-piece that afternoon; I think from the time 
I was at the polls till dark it was about two hours. 
PETER WAGONER. 


Joseph Samuel, being duly sworn, says: (Milo M. Whedon ob- 
jects to this witness the same as the others.) I was a voter in the 
town of Belgium at the last general election, but did not vote 
because the polls were closed ; when I arrived at the polls it was 
between four and half-past four, P. M.; I saw the supervisors, 
and can't say who else there were writing, and I did not pay any 
further attention to them; I went there to vote; I should have 
voted for Miller; we conversed in the house, and made up our 
minds to vote for Miller as the most voted for him ; the board did 
not say how long the polls had been closed; Ilive half a mile 
from the place of election; I went to my first neighbor's house 
and staid there until dark— which is half a quarter of a mile, or 
eight acres long, from the school-house; I was not there very 
long, 1 lighted my pipe and then went home. 

Cross Hxamination.—Can’t say I was at the polls before four 
o'clock; 1 did not have a watch; can’t say I was at the polls 
before five o’clock; I was there at a time after which it was soon 
night; it was not in the morning; if I had a time-piece I could 
have told you exactly ; I can’t tell whether it was three-quarters of 
an hour or a little more before night—I can’t say whether it was . 
three quarters of an hour or half an hour before night; it was not 
night when I got home; I sit by the fire and smoke ; I did not 
, Stop at my neighbor’s dui dark; Peter Wagoner wait with me 
to the polls, and he went away ‘with me; I only stopped about . 
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ten minutes and then went directly home. (Direct resumed.) I 
do not think 18816 in my direct examination that I staid with 
my neighbor until dark, for I did not; Lam a German, and do 
not speak the English language, and testify through an interpre- 
ter. |

JOSEPH b SAMUEL.

Jacob Schrine, being duly sworn, says: (The same objection is 
taken to this witness.) I was a voter in the town of Belgium at the 
last general election ; I did not vote because the polls were closed 
When I got there; Ican'ttell whether it was sun-down or not—I 
did not see the sun that day; I went there to vote; I should have 
voted for Miller for member of assembly; I saw there Mr. Long- 
herts, Peter Decker, J. W. Lutfling, and another, but can't tell 
how many; can’t tell what they were doing; I live one mile and 
a half away from the polls; I was driving a cow home; it was 
not night when I got home; it took three-quarters of an hour to 
go home, more or less; after I got home I changed my clothes, 
and then sat some two minutes, and then done my chores, which 
took me about half an hour, and 16 was not quite dark then; it 
rained all the afternoon—it rained when I was at the polls. 

Cross Examination—My father has got his naturalization 
papers; I was 17 years old when I came to this country; 1 have 
no naturalization papers; I was 25 years old the 18th of this 
month ; I came here seven years ago last fall; my father got his 
naturalization papers the first fall he was here; I and my father 
came together; Charles Bayer past me over a mile and a quarter 
this side of the polls, and met between the polls and my house; 1 
live one mile and a half north of the school house; I saw Francis 
Gonva pass my house that day after I had got home; it was not 
dark, it was almost dark, it begun to grow dark; if he had been a 
cow 20 rods from me, could not have told what it was, it was so 
dark; I did not speak with him then; I was going to the stable 
to feed the cattle when Isaw him; Gonva lives half a mile from 
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my house—Robb was with him. (Directresumed.) I was atmy 
house when I saw Gonva, and he was in the road ; I don't know 
how many rods my house is from the road, I think that my house 
is as far from the road as this office is from the post office, it may 
be more or less, (and it is admitted this office is twenty rods from 
the post office ;) I could have distinguished Gonva from the house 
ad been fur- 
ther off because it was almost dark; Isaw Roob and Gonva that 
day; when they met Bayer they stopped and talked; did not stop 
long; I passed them then—I did not see them again until they 
passed my house. 

Cross Examination.—I should not have known who they were 
when they past my house if I had not seen them that day. 

JACOB SCHRINE. 


Michael Michels, being duly sworn, says: (Objected to as 
before.) I was a voter in the town of Belgium at tho last general 
election; I went to the polls to vote; I did not vote because the 
polls were closed ; I can’t tell what time it was when I got to the 
polls, I had not seen a time-piece, but got home before it was 
dark ; it was a rainy day; I live a little more than a mile and a 
quarter from the polls; I went there a foot; it was about dark 
when I got home, and I then lighted a candle; saw at the polls 
Lutfling, Longharts, and Peter Smith; the clerks were writing 
and the resttalking ; Ishonld have voted for Miller; I went from 
Port Washington to Belgium on the day of election, on my way I 
stopped at Charles Friders, and found Francis Gonva and Jacob 
Roob with teams stopping there ; we all remained there about half 
an hour, and then started along together; can’t say what time it 
was, it might have been a little past noon; I travelled with them 
perhaps two miles after leaving Friders, and then went back 
about a mile, and did not see them again that day ; I remained at 
the polls a little more than five minutes, and then went home ; 1 
am 55 years old. 

MICHAEL MICHELS. 
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John Sampant, being duly sworn, says : (Objected to as before.) 
I was in the village of Port Washington all day on the last, gene- 
ral election ; T saw B. Schumer this day, in this village, coming 
into the village on horseback from the north; can’t exactly tell 
what time of day it was, it Was not quite dark, it was in the after- 
noon. 

Cross Examination.—I spoke with Schumer ; I said to. Bd ss 
that Bajer, Adams and Fisth, had preceded him about three- 
quarters of an hour; then I staid a while at home, and after sup- 
per went to- my brother-in-laws; when I spoke to Schumer he- 
answered me, but can’t tell what he said, 

JOHN SAMPANT. 


Abraham Decker, being sworn, says: (Objected to as before.) 
I was assistant clerk in Port Washington at the last general elec- ` 
tion; Ephraim Cooper voted that day in the town of Port Wash- 
ington at the last general eleciion; he voted a few minutes before 
five o'clock r. a, or afew minutes before we closed the polls; we 
closed the polls five minutes after five by my time. 

Cross Question—Do you know whether Mr. Cooper voted for 
member of assembly or not? Answer—TI no not. 


ABRAHAM DEOKER. 


John Michels, being duly sworn, says: I know the place where 
they held the general election in the town of Belgium; I live one 
mile and a quarter north of where the election was held; I saw 
Jacob Schriner on the day of election when he was going home, 
at my house, leading young cattle north, at four o'clock, p. a& ; Ja- 
cob Scliriner lives about half a mile from me, or eighty acres long, 
north from me, on the same road. 

Cross Examined. I live in the same honge with Michael Mi- 
chaels; I did speak to Schriner when he past my house on the day 
of election; I know it was four o'clock by our clock when Schri- 
ner past my house; I looked at the clock—my father’s clock ; I 
looked at the clock and then went out of doors and saw Schrier: 5

I wont swear that the clock was right, but I think ib was; the 
clock runs very well. 

Question—Is it ever too fast or too glow ? 

Answer—No. Before that week it never stopped; but once that 
week it stopped on account of the cofd in the night; I mean the 
clock stopped this week and not the week of election; I never wind 
the clock myself; Schriner past my house before my father got 
home; I cant tell the time my father got home, but it was just as 
we had lighted candles and eat supper; I was about six rods from 
Sehriner; I spoke to him and asked him where my father was, and 
if my father would come along; Schriner answered and he did 
not know; Schriner did get home quite well before it was dark. 

Question— Would it have been dark by the time that Schriner 
would get home that night. Objected to. 

Answer—I do not think it was quite dark when Schriner got 
home. i

JOHN MICHELS. 


In the matter of contesting the election of Milo M. Whedon, as. 
member of the Assembly, by Daniel M. Miller. 


Testimony taken before J. I. Loomis, Esq., a Justice of the Peace 
in and for the town of Port Washington, in the county of Ozaukee; 
at his office in the said town of Port Washington, on the 29th day 
of December, 1858, on the part of Milo M. Whedon. 


Nicholas Longers sworn, and says: I residein the town of Bel- 
gium; I am chairman of the board of supervisors of said town; I 
was present at the last election in that town; L was one of the in- 
gpectors of board of election at the last general election ; the polls. 
was closed after five o'clock in the afternoon; they were closed by 
proclamation by myself; Peter Decker, Henry Schinke were the 
other inspectors; J. W. Lutfling and F. H. J. Obladen were the 
clerks of the said election ; 1 remember that Francis Gonva, Peter 
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Wagoner, Michael Michaels came there after the polls were closed ; 
it was near dark when they came there; it took us to canvass the 
votes about a quarter of an hour; at first we could barely see to 
count the votes, when we had to have candles. Question — Who 
did you vote for that day? "Answér—I voted for Mr. Miller. 


Direct examination resumed.—Joseph Samuel and Peter Wag- 
oner eame there, and said that we should not drink all the whis- 
key, for they wanted some too; they did not ask to vote or offer 
to vote; I said to them, Where have you been so late? they said 
that they had been to work; I ask them if they thought the super- 
visors would sit up here to the middle of night to wait for them ; 
I think Peter Wagoner lives about thirty rods from the place 


where the election was held. 
N. LONGERS. 


J. W. Lutfling, being duly sworn, says: I live in the town of 
Belgium, county of Ozaukee; I was present at the last general 
election in.said town, as assistant clerk of election ; it was.thirteen 
minutes after five in the afternoon, when the polls was closed; 1 
had spoken about closing the polls, and inquired for a watch; B- 
Schumer was there, and had a watch ; 15 was thirteen minutes past 
five by the watch ; the polls was closed by due proclamation; the 
comparing the votes by the poll list, to see if the votes was right, 
was done by day-light or twilight, for it was near dark—we then 
had candles; something was said about adjourning, but I said 1 
thought that they could not, as we had eommenced canvassing; I 
think we were from ten to fifteen minutes in canvassing the votes 
to see who they were given for. 


Cross-examined—I asked fora watch before proclamation was 
made; I ask the whole assembly then; Schumer said, I have a 
watch, and he looked at the watch, and said it was five o'clock ;. 
short time afterwards the first proclamation was made ; the watch. 
was called for twice before proclamation was madé; immédiately 
after Schumer said it was three minutes after five o’clock proela- 
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mation was made; I saw the watch the second time it was ask for; 
the minute hand was between two and three; the hour hand was 
at five; the watch was a common sized one; the face was a white 
one, with black figures on it; I was about a pace from the watch ; 
Mr. Schumer is not a voter in the town of Belgium ; he was there 
with a horse; I did not see him electioneering there that day, or 
peddling votes, or hear him; he said his watch was not right ; first 
‘he said the true time was five o’clock—the second time he said 
the true time was three minutes after five; I think he said his 
watch was ten minutes too slow. What has been said here has 
confused my memory about the watch being too slow or too fast. 
isaw my clock when I got home; it was a few minutes, not over 
five, before halfpast eight; I know my clock is right, for I correct 
it every morning, when I can see the sun rise; I can't say wheth- 
er I 661260600 it that morning or not—nor the morning before; I 
can't tell how long before election I corrected my clock ; I correct 
it at sunrise when it is not cloudy ; I live on section 22, town 12, 
yange 22; on our way home 1 stopt at a neighbors; Mr. Schinke 
and Mr. Longers was with me; we remained there awhile—got 
some torches to light us home, it was so dark; I can’t say how long 
I remained there, whether it was a quarter of an hour or an hour; 
i think it was ten or fifteen minutes by Mr. Longers before the 
polls was closed. 
J. W. LUTFRING. 


Francis H. J. Obladen, being duly sworn, 8878: I live in the 
town of Belgium; I am clerk of said town; I was present at the 
last general election in said town, and acted as clerk of said-elec- 
tion ; when I heard the proclamation made, it was fifteen minutes 
past five, and the polls, were closed a few minutes after, according 
+0 my watch ; 15 was some half hour before the closing of the polls 
that no one voted; we were about ten or fifteen minutes a canvas- 
sing the votes ; we commenced canvassing by day-light, but found 
it so dark, we immediately had to light candles ; I recollect of see- 
ing Joseph Samuel there, but I can't state what time he was there;

there was some persons there after the closing of the. ‘polls, but 
can’t fell whd they were; they was strangers to mé. l . ono 


Oross-examined—I think-I saw Schumer'é watch,or ‘something 
in the shape `of a watch’; I héard them a talking about ‘it; Í did 
not hear Mr. Lutfring i inquire’ what time it was ;"T ‘was sitting at 
the poll and heard ‘some one inquire what time it was ; I told them 
it was ‘fifteen minutes after five ; 1 think it was about the same time 
Schumer had his: watch’ out; aid see Schumer’s watch but once ;, 
did not see what time it was by Schumer’s watch i I believe Schu- 
mer was ox óne side of the house and I was on the other; when I 
told what time it was, I do not know whether Lutfring was in the 
house or not; I heard something said there was a difference in our 
watches; dur tell what that difference was;,Mr. Longers made 
a proclamation before the elosing of the polls; [think it wasabout 
the same time 1 looked, at my watch; did, not hear any one tell- 
him to make proclamation ; Mr. Longers was at or close to the 
polls when witness said it was fifteen minutes after five; it was 
about ten minutes after proclamation was made, before the polls 
were closed I think; it took us about fifteen minutes to canvass ; 
I believe we aee canvassing right off after closing the 
polls; I think it took us longer to count the votes and: compare 
them with the poll list, than'it did to see how many votes each 
one had; can’t tell whether we lighted candles before we counted 
the vote ind compared them with the poll list or not; I can’t tell 
whether I was out doors after the proclamation was made or not, 
until the closing of the polls; I think my watch was right ; I think 
I understand the questions when put to me, but it may be I do 
not. 


F.H. J. OBLADEN, 


Henry Schinke, being duly ‘sworn, says: I live in the town of 
Belgium ; I was one of the board of inspectors of the last general 
election in said town ; it was a rainy day; I believe it was fifteen 
or twenty, minutes part five when the polls was closed; I assisted 
in counting the votes ; we:counted the yotes:by day-light; we Had 
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candles; we did not count the votes by candle-light; the candles 
were burning while we were counting the votes; the polls was 
closed by day-light, and the votes counted by day-light; candles 
were lit during the canvassing; I can't state how long they were 
a counting and canvassing the votes. 

Cross examined—TI understand that counting means ascertaining 
which candidate has the most votes; I call counting the votes and 
comparing with the poll list means regulating; the polls were held 


in a log school house. 
HENRY SCHINKE. 


Peter Decker, being duly sworn, says: I live in the town of 
Belgium ; T was present at the last general election ; I was one of 
the board of inspectors of said election; I think it was past five in 
the afternoon when the polls was closed ; I assisted in canvassing 
the votes ; I can’t state how long we were a canvassing ; we used 
candles.
